The Bureau relocation site is a going concern • Emergency 
communications equipments the necessary furnitures office 3uppliess 
and other items of equipment ■ are now at Quantico • Each field office 
has selected a relocation 3ite. 

.(a) Evacuees - One hundred and eighty-four officialss 
jsuperuisors^ and "clerical employees have been selected to operate 
the Bureau relocation site for the first 24-48 hours . Thereafter 
additional employees will be called in as needed • A similar' .plan 

has been developed by .each field office .

(b) Tfans^ojlbat^ion ” If an evacuation is ordered during 
normal worlcing hour3s "employees designated for relocation will 
proceed to the emergency site via Bureau vehicles j personally owned 
car 3s ands if necessarys AB&W. busses. In additions arrangements 
have been perfected with the Navy for a covered motor launch 

f capable of carrying SO key employees to Quantico. This^ launch . 
will proceed from itsT mooring to the D.C. Municipal 3Pii&edingr 
550 Main Avenues S.W.s on the sounding of an alert." Bureau .

II, EMERGENCY PROGRAM 

(a) ffTflergeftCit/ Bstention Program - The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation schedules for 'apprehension individuals whose 
affiliations with subversive organisations are so pronounced that 
their continued liberty in the event of a national emergency- would 
present a serious threat to the internal security of the country, 

J As of April 17* 19S6j 12, 949 individuals were scheduled for 
apprehension in an emergency. 

Apprehensions under this program would be instituted up.on 
instructions from the Attorney General after the declaration of an 
emergency. 


Detailed plans for institution of this program have been ' 
drawn up and are in the possession ' of the various field offices 
of this Bureau, In addition * all necessary forms to be used in 
conjunction therewith have been made available to all field offices , 

(b) of Enemji Dijplomats^ ~ When the President 

instructs that enemy diplomatic and official personnel be taken 
into protective custody * FBI will assist the Department of State, 
Soviet bloc personnel who would be- involved number about 500 persons 
in Washington D, C ,* and about 400. in. New York.- Diplomatic couriers 
in travel status would be taken into ' custody wherever found, FBI 
would enter enemy establishments with representatives of State and 
search such establishments for concealed nuclear weapons* radios * 
conventional explosives * et cetera. Disarming of nuclear weapons 
would be done by Army Explosive Ordnance Disposal teams, FBI' would 

I take enemy personnel into protective custody * supervise their 
packing * relieve them of any weapons* cameras* or radios and 
release them and any contraband other than nuclear material to 
the State Department, Nuclear material would be taken by the 
Atomic Energy Commission, Transportation of enemy personnel to 
detention hotels and guarding there would be done by the 
Immigration and Naturalisation Service under Stated direction, 

- 2 - 
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If evacuation of civilian population from Tfashington * D.C.* 
was ordered and got under way before FBI and State Department 
personnel reached enemy establishments* it might be impossible 
to get to such establishment Sj enter and search them during 
critical period . It would also become necessary to locate enemy- 
personnel dispersed over a wide area . 

III. MARTIAL LAW 

Under martial law the military will be in charge * and 
to put the emergency programs into effect* we- must have military 
clearance • Martial law might well compel 1 the abandonment of the 
emergency programs * and at best would cause delay in putting them 
into effect while Defense Department clearance was being obtained . , 

This problem .was presented .to the Attorney General in June* 1955* 
at. which time we pointed out the necessity of resolving this 
problem in advance of a real emergency in order to avoid any 

( interruption in the Bureau*s work during such periods. To date 
the Department has not clarified this situation. On March 15* 1956 * 

Mr. Rankin advised that the Departmental study of the problems 
involved was practically completed* that he had consulted Department 
of Defense * the Office of Defense Mobilisation, and Federal Civil- 
Defense Administration} that nothing definite had been decided 

( pending completion of a re-examination of the entire subject of. 
martial law. . - 

IV. OTHER JURISDICTION 

In addition to the above-mentioned .emergency programs * 
we will continue to carry out our statutory responsibilities relative 
to espionage * sabotage * and subversion. 

■ In the evenjb of hostilities * the FBI will bring to the 
attention of the Attorney General and the Department of State the - 
names of dangerous aliens of nations outside the Soviet bloc who 
are attached to international organisations in order that determination 
can be made as to action to be taken regarding them.- Investigative 
reports on such aliens are furnished to the Department and to State 
as they are received from the field. 

In event censorship is’imposed * the FBI will give list of 
selected names and addresses involved in espionage and other

Ifr.. Bartlett of the Liaison Section talked to 
Mr, Innes Harris, Office of Defense Mobilisation (ODM), 
at 6:15 pm today in connection with the Director's 
request that I accompany him to the briefing by the 
President at 2:30 pm tomorrow concerning Mobilisation "Plan C," 
Mr, Harris advised that they are using the largest room in the 
Executive Office Building for this meeting and that this room 
accomodates only 80 chairs. Each of the 79 persons invited 
have accepted and the other chair is reserved for the ' Vice 
President if he can attend, Mr, Harris stated that it is 
absolutely impossible to add additional chairs for this^r 
meeting and that it will be impossible for persons to stand 
in the corridor and listen to the briefing, Mr, Harris 
further stated that the response to this briefing has been 
complete in that every person invited has accepted and in 
addition several agencies have called today asking permission 
to bring additional people. He mentioned that the Secretary 
of Commerce telephoned asking that more persons attend and 
that ODM had to refuse this request, . Further} that the Budget 
Bureau and several other agencies re/quested additional 
invitations and each has been turned down. He emphasised 
again that space is the big problem. 


Mr, Harris mentioned that only three invitations have 
been sent to each department of Government with the exception 
of the Department of Justice which was for four persons to 
attend. In- this regard Mr, Harris mentioned that if two were 

( to come from Justice and two from the FBI there would be no 
problem. However, three have already accepted from Justice, 

He suggested that one of these three might step aside to give 
the FBI an additional person in attendance, . - / w >

Flemming , Director, Office of Defense Mobilisation (ODM), the 
Director or a deputy was requested to represent the Bureau at a 
briefing of Mobilisation Plan C at 3:30 p.m. January 10, 1957, 

Room 474, Executive Office Building . 

In conformance with the Director* s O.K. of a recommendation set 
forth in a memorandum captioned as above dated December 27, 1956 , in the 
absence of Mr . William Elliot, Security Officer , ODM, Mrs . Harrison, his 
secretary , was advised by lliaison that Assistan t Director A . H . Belmont 
will attend as the Director ’s alternate . Mrs . Harrison advised that no 
written confirmati on or acknowledgement of Dr. Flemming* s letter of 
January 2 was necessary or desired . 


You will recall that' Mobilisation Plan C is a proposed course 
of action for the Government to take at a time when the international 
situation is of utmost gravity but short of a general war, and'U.S . forces 
have become engaged in overseas military operati on. This briefing 
exercise, which does not require relocation , is designed to determine if 
agencies are .ready to meet their responsibilities under the plan. Bureau 
responsibi liti es under the plan are not new as we have considered each 
point as it pertains .to our responsibilities and are ready to meet these 
responsibilities. 


Following the briefing on January 10, a report will b.e prepared 
for submissi on to ODM prior to January 31, 1957 , setting forth the fact 
that we are ready to meet our responsibilities under the plan.

It was 
pointed out that the FBI has heavy responsibilities in the Internal 
Security field , and that contemplated tests and exercises affecting 
the FBI should be called immediately to the attention of the Bureau. 
It was also pointed out that previous arrangements called for 
disseminati on directly to the FBI and that it appeared that the 
ODM .System was not working in view of the fact that it took a .full 
two weeks for us to get our hands on the material. All ODM 
representatives advised that they would do their best in the future 
to prevent a reoccurrence of this situation. '

The purpose of the conference 3 according to Mr. Yeagley 3 
was to brief the US Attorneys as the departmental representatives 
in the field concerning the problem of obtaining relocation sites 3 
handling of their offices under emergency conditions , and-jactiori to 
be taken by them in case -of emergency .

and espionage . Be stated plans had been made to pick up dangerous 
persons during any forthcoming emergency, and that details had 
been worked out and placed in the Attorney General’s portfolio . 

During the course of the conference as various subject' 
matters were introduced, particularly relocation and the functions 
of US Attorneys’ offices during Wartime, it became quite evident 

( that the US Attorneys were confused as to their jurisdiction, 
responsibility , and exactly what the Department wanted them to do. 
Several of the US Attorneys raised such questions as the juris- 
diction and authority of their offices, and that of Federal District- 
Courts, should it be necessary for them to relocate outside their 
judicial districts ( this was mentioned as it was the intention of 
several US Attorneys, particularly in New York, to relocate outside 
their judicial districts) $ the authority and jurisdiction of US 
Attorneys over US Marshals during periods of planning and emergency 
operations j and the matter of movement and liaison between US 
Attorneys and other Justice agencies in their districts. 

I Mr. Williams of New York and Mr. Tieken of Chicago were 

resentful of the fact that they are at this late date being brought 
into Departmental planning, relocation, and general functioning 
under emergency conditions. Others felt defense planning was a 
matter for the Department to handle and nob the individual US Attorneys. 

I Some felt they had complete jurisdiction over all US Government 
agencies of the Executive Branch of the Government in their 
Federal districts if and when an emergency were declared . Others 
were more conservative, stating, they would- confine their emergency 
operations to normal bounds with the exceptions being dictated by 
the Attorney General. Although various topics were discussed such 
as the portfolio, communications and relocation, the US Attorneys’ 
major concern was jurisdiction and authority during a national 
emergency . The Justice representatives frankly admitted they 
did not know the answers to the questions being put forihfi but 
stated they hoped they could work out the problem's in due time. 

The general instructions issued by Justice were to the 
effect that all US Attorneys must .find 1 a relocation site by July ,

A concept recently propounded by the Office of Civil 
and Defense Mobilisation (OCDU) provides that during increased 
international tensions PMRb ilisation Plan C would be put into 
effect , under which a limTSeT°^WWf^of :=M e^loyee8 would activate 
the relocation sites of the Bureau and field offices. Under 
imminent attack conditions , Mobilisation Plan D Minus would go 
into effect and all personnel scheduled for duty at our sites 
would immediately relocate and be prepared to stay for at least 
a 30-day period. 

Previously , our planning provided for two surges , under 
which a limited number of employees would man the sites and would 
be supplemented by a second surge within 24 to 48 hours • 

Defense planning for the Executive Offices and Divisions 
at the Seat of Government has been revised to conform, with the 
new 30-day concept. The attached letter to all field offices 
sets forth the 30-day concept, and the action necessary to 
bring field planning within this concept . Topics discussed are 
our relocation sites* capacity, car pool transportation arrange- 
ments, care of families , employees with military reserve status, 
"Last-Out-Of" and "First-Back-In to? program, etc. All of the 
above categories have been incorporated in Seat of Government 
planning . 

The field revisions which will be necessary will bring 
into uniformity the entire Bureau defense plans progran 7 at field 
and Seat of Government levels and will be in conformity with the 
directives received from OCDM. 

Revisions to the Defense Plans Manual and Defense Plans 
Pilot Plan will be handled separately.
